covering in that time an actual dis- 
tance of 98 kilometers, or nearly 61 
miles.

Myer, yesterday's trial for theMiehe- 
lin cup fgr the -greatest distance cov- 
ered ib/tan aeroplane in 1908, and the 
Aero olub prize of $1,000 
for 
the 


longest flight over an enclosed ground 
attracted intense interest. 


Mr. Wright at first appeared nerv- 


ous, and ill luck seemed to be pur- 
suing him. The wind was too high 
in the morning' to permit of a flight, 
and when it fell, at 4 p. on., Wright 
made three false starts, owing to the 
oblique direction of the breeze and 
trouble experienced, with, the cradle- 


Finally, at 5:15, after the direction 


of the starting rail had been changed 
to point in the teeth of the breeze, 
which "was then -blowing gently 
at 


about four miles an hour, the aviator 
got away nicely, sailing majestically 
up the field. 


After 
rounding the 
upper turn. 


-Wright swept back to 
where 
the 


thousands were gathered, and began 
describing elipses. Round and round 
he went, with the regularity of clock- 
work and the steadiness of a railroad 
train. The great crowd was at onoe 
delighted and amazed at the remark- 
able stability shown- by the aeroplane. 
Wright at first manifested extraordi- 
nary prudence, flying so flow that he 
seemed almost to skim the earth, but 
on- the thirteenth round he rose to 
60 feet Spontaneous cheers greeted 
the picture, and these were redoubled 
as he successively surpassed his own, 
record and then his brother's. 


In the gathering darkness the spec- 


tacle became 
thrilling. The aero- 


plane could no longer be seen at the 
further €nd of the field. It appeared 
and disappeared in the gtoom 'like a 
white phantom, but the sound of the 
ceaseless churn of the propellers told 
the multitude, -which had now grown 
frantic, that Wright was still in the 
air. 
Matches were lighted to keep 


watch on the fleeting minutes, and 
sight had fallen when, at Ihe end of 
the thirty-third round, Wright shut 
off his motor and came 'lightly to the 
ground. 


With a mad cheej the crowd broke 


through the lines and 
rushed for- 


ward, only 
being 
prevented 
from 


hoisting the AnSeriean in triumph on 
their shoulders by charging cavalry.

the recent turn of the political wheel,

SOCIALISM AND M. 0. 


Socialists Regard Municipal Ownership 


as a Step In the Right Direction. 


At the recent labor conference at 


Hull, England, a resolution was adopt- 
ed to the effect that "socialism is the 
definite object of the Labor party." 
This party has steadily favored mu- 
nicipal ownership, but until' this year 
las been unwilling to take the next' 
and logical step of indorsing social- 
sm. This action just taken is helpful 
to a clearer understanding of the rela-; 
ion between the two movements. So- 
cialism stands for the collective own- 
ership of all the means of production;: 
municipal ownership stands for 'the 
collective ownership of a part of the 
means of production. The difference is 
one of degree, not of kind, and in 
Jreat Britain no logical line of demar- 
cation between the two has been 
found. 
In this country, too, the Socialist is 
making full use of municipal owner- 
ship. He well knows that many peo- 
ple will take tickets, for a short ride 
who would be frightened away if urged 
to buy a through ticket The main 
point is to get them started toward his 
ultimate goal. After a man has been 
unlisted in favor of municipal owner- 
ship it is comparatively easy to get 
him to accept the principle of public 
ownership of railroads, telegraphs and 
coal mines, although he may still not 
be ready to accept the whole Socialist 
programme, collective ownership of all 
the means of production, for the sim- 
ple reason that he is apt to be an 
owner or part owner of some "means 
of production" himself—e. g., a shop or 
a store or a share or two of stock Jn a 
manufacturing plant Tbat is why the 
national platform of the Socialist par- 
ty Is discreetly silent on some of the 
cardinal doctrines of socialism. The 
real purpose of collective ownership of 
all the means of production is there- 
fore toned down to a demand for— 


"The collective ownership of rail- 


roads, telegraphs, telephones, steam- 
ship lines and all other means of 
transportation and communication and 
aft land. 


"The collective ownership of all In- 


dustries -which arc organized on a na- 
tional scale and In which competition 
has virtually ceased to exist 


"The extension of the public domain 


to Include mines, quarries, oil -wells, 
forests nnd water power." 


The platform Is silent about munic- 


ipal ownership of Hpbtins: plants and 
waterworks because M. O. people are 
attending to that part of the Socialist 
programme, leaving the thoroughgoing 
Socialist free to concentrate his efforts 
on the second part of the programme 
F.S outlined nhovc. It roa.T look entic- 
ing, but remember that socialism 
doesn't intend to stop with public utili- 
ties and Wg corporations nor until it 
bas swallowed up in the great state 
machine every vestige of private own 
ersbip of everything except what a 
man wears on his back or needs to 
famish his borne.
